Mrs. Cutting Clark, for many yean ft 
resident of Covina, committed suicide 
on Wednesday morning by hanging 
herself in a shed in the rear of her 
home at 2516 Michigan avenue, Los 
Angeles. 


The manner in which the deed was 


committed, and the attending circum- 
stances go to indicate that the deed 
was not premeditated but was the re- 
sult of a sudden impulse. With her 
lived her nephew and Mrs. Amos, a 
teacher in the public schools. When 
they left the home in the morning 
Mrs, 
Clark was unusually 
cheerful. 


She prepared the noontide meal and 
only a few minutes before she ended 
her life she purchased a supply of 
meat from a butcher's wagon which 
passed her door. 
The food she was 


preparing was on the stove still cook- 
ing, when her uody was found, and it 
is believed that while she was pre- 
paring her luncheon,she was suddenly 
siczed with a suicidal mania and pro- 
ceeded to carry it into execution. 


Mrs. 
A. F. Judson, who resides in 


the adjoining house, and who has 
been an intimate friend of Mrs. Clark 
x'or a long time, accompanied by Mrs. 
J. P. Forrester of Covina, went to 
the' house, and finding the food cook- 
ing on the stove, and seeing nothing 
of Mrs. Clark, proceeded to ihe shed, 
and was horrified to 
find her body 


hanging near the doorway. They at 
once called assistance and the body 
was cut down. 


The demented lady accomplished 


her purpose by mounting a step ladder 
and attaching a clothes line to a beam 
near the roof. 
She then slipped a 


noose over her head and stopped oil' 
the ladder. The fall was not sufficient 
to break her neck 
and she slowly 


strangled to death. 


The previous day the deceased had 


been visited by Mrs. W. 1'. Watts, of 
Covina, an. old 
friend, and had ac- 


cepted an invitation to visit her in Co- 
vind and remain for some time. 


On receipt of the startling intelli- 


gence on Wednesday afternoon Mr.

I left immediately for Los Angeles. 


The remains were cremated yester-

San Francisco—The Pacific Commer- 


cial Museum has received a communi- 
cation

Birch at Malaga, Spain, iu which he 
reports that there will be a great crop 
of Jordan almonds in Spain this sea- 
sou. 
According to his forecast there 


will be available at least 100,000 boxes 
of twenty-five pounds each for expor- 
tation. Tho'most reliable information 
is that this year's crop of Jordaus will 
be more than double the production 
of 1902, which is estimated as having 
been iu the vicinity of IC),OlKJ boxes. 


It is thought that owing to the lack 


of ruin the fruit will be smaller than 
usual. Tlih;, however, will not 
affect 


the American market a.s the high 
quality of the Jordan w i l l remain un- 
altered, and the larger sizes rarely 
reach this country. It is expected that 
a considerable reduction iu 
prices 


will result from the bij,' crop.
